ELDER  RICHARDS,  who  has 

devoted  more  than  50  years  of 
service  to  the  Church,  is  the 
third  apostle  in  direct  family 
descent.  His  father  was  Presi- 
dent George  F.  Richards  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve;  and  his 
grandfather,  Franklin  D.  Rich- 
ards, was  also  a member  of  the 
council  and  nephew  of  Willard 
Richards,  pioneer  leader,  apostle 
and  counselor  to  President 
Brigham  Young. 

OWNER  OF  A real  estate 
company  in  Salt  Lake  City,  El- 
der Richards  is  a native  Utahn. 
H&  was  born  February  6,  1866, 
in  Farmington.  The  family 
moved  to  Tooele,  where  he  grew 
up  on  a farm;  he  attended  Too- 
ele schools  and  finished  his 
education  at  the  Salt  Lake  Busi- 
ness College. 

Elder  Richards  served  mis- 
sions to  the  Netherlands  and  to 
the  eastern  states  and  has  been 
president  of  both  the  Nether- 
lands Mission  and  Southern 
States  Mission.  He  served  as 
branch  president,  bishop,  high 
council  member  or  stake  presi- 
dent until  he  was  called  to  be 
presiding  bishop  of  the  Church 
in  April  1938.  He  was  presiding 
bishop  .until  1952,  when  he  be- 
came an  apostle. 

THE  AUTHOR  of  widely  read 
church  books,  Elder  Richards  is 
married  to  Ina  Jane  Ashton. 
They  have  four  daughters  and 
two  sons.

Home  life  happy  in  Soviet  Union 


Home  life  is  happier  in  the  Soviet  Un- 
ion than  in  America,  Dr.  David  R.  Mace 
frankly  told  a BYU  Forum  audience  Mon- 
day. 

Dr.  Mace,  director  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Marriage  Counselors,  said  this 
was  the  impression  he  received  during  a 
one-month  tour  of  Russia  for  a first  hand 
study  of  family  life.  He  intends  to  include 
the  material  in  a book. 

ON  THE  3,500-mile  trip  in  Russia  the 
doctor  said  he  was  given  as  much  freedom 
as  he  enjoys  in  America. 

The  speaker  described  how  he,  his 
wife,  daughter  and  two  college  students 
lived  among  the  city  and  farm  people,  vis- 
iting them  with  complete  freedom.  He  said 
“to  understand  people  we  must  live  among 
them.”

He  visited  Russian  divorce  courts,  hos- 
pitals and  marriage  counselors,  and  lived 
with  the  Russians  in  the  tourist  camps.  “We 
were  received  with  courtesy  and  friendli- 
ness everywhere  we  went,”  Dr.  Mace  as- 
serted. 

“THERE  MUST  have  been  tremendous 
improvements  under  the  Khrushchev  re- 
gime. The  people  hated  Stalin,  but  admire 


Khrushchev,”  he  declared. 

Dr.  Mace  said  Soviet  courtship  and 
family  life  follow  Western  patterns.  “They 
get  married  for  love  and  their  marriages 
work  out  quite  well,”  he  noted.  The  speaker 
also  stated  the  people  of  the  Soviet  Union 
have  the  same  high  code  of  morality  as 
Western  nations  do.  He  stated  the  Russians 
don’t  overemphasize  sex  in  their  lives  as 
Americans  are  doing.  Following  the  Com- 
munist revolution  there  was  a period  of 
emphasis  on  free  love  but  Lenin  stopped  it, 
the  speaker  explained. 

“ONE  OF  THEIR  major  problems,” 
Dr.  Mace  said,  “is  the  overcrowding  in 
homes  . . . They  have  complete  economic  se- 
curity, but  their  standard  of  living  is  very 
low.”  He  declared  their  housing  rent  takes 
only  one  and  one-half  to  four  per  cent  of 
their  income. 

Dr.  Mace  reported  that  Soviet  mothers 
always  nurse  their  children  and  can’t  un- 
derstand why  Americans  feed  babies  from 
a bottle.  “They  train  their  children  from 
the  cradle  to  live  the  collective  life,”  he 
said.  “Their  training  is  absolutely  consis- 
tent; and -therefore,  teenagers  don’t  exper- 
ience confusion  and  frustration. 

GRANTING  a divorce  in  Russia,  he 
said,  is  based  entirely  on  whether  or  not  a 
couple  can  live  happily  together  and  for  no 
other  reason.

He  has  had  exten- 
sive authorships  on  subjects 
covering  the  Paleozoic  strati- 
graphy of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
region  and  iw  areas  of  recent 
geological  history.

Student  initiates  tritiiiue  series;  threshes  Mute

Editor’s  note : This  material  is  being  run  since  we 
feel  that  there  is  a need  for  such  in  our  college  life,  and 
that  passive  listening  has  not  accomplished  much  in  the 
past.  It  is  the  hope  of  this  newspaper  that  these  cri- 
tiques will  stimulate  discussion  among  the  students  and 
faculty. 

There  is  much  food  for  thought  in  that  which  Dr.  David 
E.  Mace  said  at  Monday’s  forum,  but  there  also  appears  to 
be  much  chaff  along  with  it. 

Dr.  Mace  allows  that  he  may  be  considered  as  a world 
specialist  on  family  relations.  He  has  an  impressive  list  of 
accomplishments  to  support  that  supposition  and  also  al- 
lows that  he  is  not  an  expert  on  Russia. 

THIS  WAS  NOT  a difficult  matter  to  deduce  after  lis- 
tening to  45  minutes  of  his  talk  which  was  billed  by  news 
releases  as  a discussion  on  family  relations,  but  actually 
turned  out  as  a “Chamber  of  Commerce”  release  about  the 
beautification  of  the  “New  Russia.” 

Dr.  Mace  informed  us  that  he  had  spent  four  and  a 
half  weeks  traveling  3,500  miles  inside  Russia  along  the 
main  highways  of  that  country,  and  yet  maintains  that  he 
was  able  to  deduce  much  about  the  family  life  of  the  new 
citizen. 

BEING  FREE  to  travel  with  a chauffeur  from  an  of- 
ficial Russian  magazine  office  is  much  like  being  free  to 
tour  a missile  in  orbit. 

The  citizens  of  Russia  are  loyal  to  Khrushchev  and 
hated  Stalin,  said  Dr.  Mace.  How  much  this  sounds  like  the 
new'  party  line  being  peddled  by  the  Kremlin  we  must  leave 
to  each  reader’s  imagination.  
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Finally  getting  around  to  the  title  of  hiS  talk,  we  offer 
these  comments  on  some  of  his  statements : 

The  Russians  have  had  “free  love”  in  the  past,  they  are 
now  not  at  all  free  in  this  area,  but  are  purer  than  our  own 
culture,  he  says. 

HE  FURTHER  supported  this  thesis  with  the  fact 
that  it  was  against  the  Communist  party  principles  to  be 
“immoral.”  Could  it  be  that  this  simple  fact  coupled  with 
the  fact  that  the  Communist  state  is  a police  state  may  il- 
luminate this  issue? 

Church  weddings,  rather  than  the  perfunctory  wed- 
ding performed  by  the  State— We  wonder  if  this  is  the  real 
reason  for  the  change,  or  the  fact  that  the  youth  of  Russia 
were  actually  feeling  the  need  to  return  to  church  going, 
and  that  the  party  had  to  make  this  concession  in  order  to 
counteract  this  process. 

COMPLETE  ECONOMIC  security  in  the  Russian  sys- 
tem,”— Isn’t  this  rather  self  evident?  With  socialized  med- 
icine and  socialized  this  and  that  in  Russia,  there  is  little  for 
a citizen  to  worry  about. 

No  inner  conflict  in  the  minds  of  young  Russians — 
This  sweeping  statement  would  apparently  belay  a recent 
report  in  Pravda  showing  the  increase  in  juvenile  delin- 
quency among  the  Russians. 

IT  WOULD  APPEAR  Dr.  Mace  is  in  actual  essence,  a 
socialist  at  heart  and  chooses  to  support  his  views  with  what 
he  saw  while  in  Russia. 

In  his  final  statement  Dr.  Mace  presented  a stimulat- 
ing thought  concerning  the  fact  that  there  would  be  no 
world  war,  but  that  we  would  have  to  compete  with  the 
Russians  for  our  way  of  life  over  theirs,  and  that  the  most 
significant  way  to  handle  such,  a conflict  would  be  to  be 
forearmed  with  a knowledge  of  just  exactly  what  their  way 
of  life  is. 

DR.  MACE’S  TALK  was  the  second  main  one  of  the 
assembly.  Dr.  Blaine  Porter,  chairman  of  Human  Develop- 
ment and  Family  Relations  Dept.,  also  spoke  for  five  min- 
utes beforehand,  multiplying  words  of  introduction.
